Tile Gasoline 
Situation in 
1910 and Now 
i 
N 1910 there were approximately 400 
thousand cars in the United States. 


To operate these cars there was available 
a gasoline production of 750 million gal­ 
lons. or, approximately, 1875 gallons per 
car. 


In 1919 there were more than 7 million 
cars and trucks operating in the United 
States. 


To supply these engines there was available, 
according to Bureau of Mines Report, 3 billion, 
957 million gallons of gasoline, or, approximately, 
565 gallons per car.
